heaval. The crater of Mont Pelee had 
been bearing its “smoke cap’’ since 
May 3, but there was nothing until last 
Monday to indicate that there was the 
slightest danger. On that day a stream 
of boiling lava burst through the to; 
of the crater and plunged into the val 
ley of the river Blanche, overwhelm 
ing the Guerin sugar works and killing 
23 people. 
A commission was appointed by the 
governor to investigate the outbreak 
and it returned a reassuring report on 
Wednesday 
evening; 
but 
about 
E 
o’clock on Thursday morning a showei 
of fire rushed down on St. Pierre and 
the coast from LeCarbet, which had a 
population of 
6000. to 
Le 
Prerhur 
which had a population of 4000, burn­ 
ing up everything in its path. Through­ 
out Thursday the heat in the vicinity 
of St. Pierre was so intense and the 
stream of flowing lava was so unre­ 
mitting that it was impossible to ap­ 
proach the town during the early part 
of the day. As evening approached the 
Freneh cruiser Suchet, after a battle 
with the heat, suffocation and ralph QI 
fumes, succeeded in making a dash to 
ward the shore, nearing the land close 
enough to «ii able her to take off St 
survivors of the disaster, all of whom 
were horribly burned and mutilated 
St. Pierre at that time was an abso­ 
lute smoking waste, concealing 30,000 
corpses, whose 
rapid 
deeamposition 
necessitated, in some cases, instantly 
completing their cremation, which wa:- 
only partially accomplished 
by

The inhabitants of Fort de France 
were panic stricken.

up from the thousands who, on the 
shore opjjoslto Morro castle, had pa­ 
tiently awaited the Julia’s arrival since 
daybreak. The crowd cheered for the 
new president and for the flag which 
was hoisted over the famous fortress 
for the first time. 
It was a moment of exultation for 
the Cubans, and the fact that the stars 
and stripes floated from its customary 
flagstaff beside tho Cuban flag over the 
castle did not lessen their enthusiasm.

received here from the vicinity of St 
Pierre, IO miles away, contain furthei 
details ct the

The crater of Mont Pelee had 
been bearing 
its 
“amoke cap” since 
May 3, but there was nothing until last 
Monday to indicate that there was the 
slightest danger. On that day a stream 
of boiling lava burst through the tor 
of the crater and plunged into the val 
ley of the river Blanche, overwhelm 
ing the Guerin sugar works and killing 
23 people. 
A commission was appointed by the 
governor to investigate the outbreak 
and it returned a reassuring report on 
Wednesday 
evening; 
but 
about 
Si 
o'clock on Thursday morning a showei 
of fire rushed down on St. Pierre and 
the coast from LeCarbet, which had a) 
population of 
QPOO, to 
Le 
Prechill’ i 
which had a population of 4000, burn­ 
ing up everything in its path. Through ! 
out Thursday the beat in the vicinity 
of St. Pierre was so intense and the! 
stream of flowing lava was so unre 
mining that it was impossible to ap­ 
proach the town during the early part 
of the day. As evening approached the 
French cruiser Suchet, after a battle 
with the heat. suffocation and sulphur 
fumes, succeeded in making a dash to­ 
ward the shore, nearing the land close 
enough to enable her to take off 30 
survivors of the disaster, all of whom 
were horribly burned and mutilated 
St. Pierre at that time was an abso­ 
lute smoking waste, concealing 30,00(1 
corpses, whose 
rapid 
docamposition 
necessitated, in some cases, instantly 
completing their cremation, which wa:- 
only partially accomplished 
by 
the 
lava. 
The inhabitants of Fort de France 
were panic stricken. 
The morning oi 
the disaster, when the sky suddenly 
blackened until It was as dark as mid 
night, the sea shrank back 30 yards 
aud hot rain began to fall. 
The 450 survivors who were brought 
here from the vicinity of St. Pierre by 
the French cable repair ship Pouycai 
Guertier came from the town 
of 
1^ 
Precheur, 
where, 
surrounded on all 
sides by floating lava, they were near 
ly roasted to death and expected mo 
m e n ta lly to be engulfed. 
St. Pierre was 
destroyed 
In 
the 
twinkling of an eye. and that not 4C 
of the inhabitants of the city escaped 
Some of the outlying parishes of the 
island of Martinique have been inurn 
dated. 
The whole northern i>ortion ol 
the island is burning; it has been de 
nuded of vegetation and Is a 
rocky 
wilderness. 
It is believed from the informatiot 
received here that the disaster sur­ 
passes all that imagination can con­ 
ceive. 
Tho whole northern portion ol 
the island is laid waste. 
Three large 
communities, exclusive of St. Pierre 
have been destroyed. 
All the hills surrounding Le Carbet 
and Le Precheur 
are 
covered 
with 
refugees to the number of about 5000 
who are being taken away gradually 
In the meanwhile provisions are being 
conveyed to them.

FLAG 
H O IS T E D .

Havana, May 12.—At twenty-three 
minutes of eight Sunday morning 
a 
large Cuban flag was hoisted over Mor­ 
ro castle here. 
This was the signal 
that the steamer Julia, with President 
Elect Palma and Ids party on board, 
had been sighted, and cheers went 
up from the thousands who, on the 
shore opposite Morro castle, had pa­ 
tiently awaited the Julia's arrival since 
daybreak. 
The crowd cheered for the 
new president and for the flag which 
was hoisted over the famous fortress 
for the first time. 
It was a moment of exultation for 
the Cubans, and the fact that the stars 
and stripes floated from its customary 
flagstaff beside the Cuban flag over the 
castle did not lessen their enthusiasm. 
The Cuban flag flying over Morro 
was the same one which was first 
raised "Over the senate chamber. When 
the smoke of the Julia was seen in the 
direction of 
Matanzas 
the flag 
was 
hauled up. 
As it rose the bands sta­ 
tioned along the waterfront played the 
Cuban national hymn, st* amors salut­ 
ed and church bells were rung. 
Two 
hours later, after the last of the great 
fleet of vessels had gone out to escort 
the Julia to the harbor had returned 
past Morro castle, the flag was lowered 
and raised over the senate chamber. 
There war continuous sal "ting ss 
the Julia sailed between the rows of 
decorated tugs and barges and there 
were cheers from the crowded wharves. 
The several warships in the harbor 
wert' also dei orated. 
The stars and 
stripes floated over the wreck of the 
Maine, and under tills flag the Cuban 
commission in chnrge oi the festiv­ 
ities had caused a Black and white 
pennant to be placed. 
The steam tug Dauntless, the old 
filibuster, was given the right of the 
line in the marine procession. 
When he arrived at the wharf the
